Court Tosses Out Broadband Rule 


FCC can’t force Web 
companies to treat 
all traffic the same 

Washington 

A federal court threw the future 
of Internet regulations and U.S. 
broadband expansion plans into 
doubt Tuesday with a far-reach- 
ing decision that went against the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia ruled that the 
FCC lacks the authority to require 
broadband providers to give equal 
treatment to all Internet traffic 
flowing over their networks. That 
was a big victory for Comcast Corp., 
which had challenged the FCC’s 
authority to impose such “network 
neutrality” obligations. 

The unanimous ruling by the 
three-judge panel marks a serious 
setback for the FCC, which is try- 
ing to adopt official net neutrality 
regulations. FCC Chairman Julius 
Genachowski argues such rules are 
needed to prevent phone and cable 
companies from using their con- 


Backstory 

At the heart of the court case 
was Comcast’s challenge of a 2008 
FCC order banning it from blocking 
subscribers from using BitTorrent. 
Comcast argued that the FCC order 
was illegal because the agency was 
seeking to enforce mere policy prin- 
ciples, which don’t have the force 
of regulations or law. The company 
also argued the FCC lacks authority 
to mandate net neutrality because 
it had deregulated broadband under 
the Bush administration, a decision 
upheld by the Supreme Court, (ap)

Arsenal will not be 
employed against 
nonnuclear nations 


Washington 

President Obama on Tuesday 
unveiled a sweeping nuclear-weap- 
ons policy that puts new constraints 
on when the arms can be used and 
calls for high-level talks with Rus- 
sia and China to better understand 
their plans for their arsenals. 

The policy was unveiled a year 
after Obama’s groundbreaking 
pledge to move toward a “world 
without nuclear weapons.” The doc- 
ument, however, was more cautious 
than many supporters had hoped, 
with the president opting for a mid- 
dle course in many key areas. 

One prominent change was the 
administration’s decision to for- 
swear the use of the deadly weap-

ons against nonnuclear countries. 
Previous administrations had indi- 
cated they might use such devas- 
tating force against nonnuclear 
countries in retaliation for a bio- 
logical or chemical attack. 

But Obama included a major 


caveat: The countries must be in 
compliance with their nonprolif- 
eration obligations under inter- 
national treaties. That loophole 
would mean Iran would remain 
on the potential target list. 

The new policy also described 
the “fundamental purpose” of U.S. 
weapons as deterring an attack on 
the United States or its allies. Some 
Democrats had urged Obama to 
go further — either declaring that 
the “sole purpose” of the arms was 
deterrence, or even giving up the 
option to use them first. 

But Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said that current nuclear dan- 
gers were too great for the U.S. gov- 
ernment to adopt such limits. 

“We recognize we need to make 
progress in moving in the direction 
the president has set. But we also 
recognize the real world we live

Washington 

The White House offered fresh sig- 
nals of its displeasure with Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai on Mon- 
day, as press secretary Robert Gibbs 
pointedly declined to call Karzai 
a U.S. ally. 

In his daily briefing with report- 
ers, Gibbs was asked twice wheth- 
er Karzai was an ally of the Unit- 
ed States’. Gibbs refused to answer, 
saying the first time only that 
Karzai remains the democrati- 
cally elected leader of Afghani- 
stan. Pressed again, Gibbs repeat- 
ed earlier assertions that Karzai’s 
recent remarks — including those 
in which he lambasted Western 
interference in Afghan affairs — 
have been troubling. 

Gibbs also left open the possi- 
bility that the administration could 
cancel a meeting in Washington 
next month between Karzai and 
President Obama. “We certainly 
would evaluate any future reports

Baghdad Bombings Stoke Fears 



Deadly attacks may 
be attempt to exploit 
Iraq’s power vacuum 

Baghdad 

Bombs ripped through apartment 
buildings and a market in mostly 
Shiite areas of Baghdad on Tues- 
day, killing 50 people in postelec- 
tion bloodshed that threatens to 
rekindle sectarian warfare that 
nearly destroyed the country three 
years ago. 

The attacks appeared to be an 
attempt by al-Qaeda in Iraq or 
other extremists to exploit a power 
vacuum during what promises to 
be lengthy negotiations to form a 
new government. About 120 peo- 
ple have been killed in and around 
the capital over the past five days 
— some of the most brutal strikes 
on civilians in months. 

For two terrifying hours on a 
warm, sunny Tuesday morning, at 
least seven bombs rocked a broad 
swath of Baghdad. In a new tactic, 
several bombs were planted inside 
empty apartments after renters 
offered high prices for the prop- 
erties, the government said. 

The explosions reduced one 
building to rubble, knocked out 
windows and doors, and ripped 


off facades. People rushed to the 
blast sites, digging through the 
rubble with their hands to find 
loved ones. 

“Cars began to collide with one 
another in the street,” said Ali Hus- 
sein, a 22-year-old college student 
who was riding a bus to school when 
one of the bombs went off “We saw 
a cloud of fire and black smoke.” 

With militants singling out 


entire families of both Muslim sects 
for slaughter, the recent violence is 
reminiscent of the far more wide- 
spread fighting that tore Iraq apart 
from 2005 to 2007 and prompted 
the U.S. to send tens of thousands 
more troops to this country. 

U.S. officials sought to down- 
play the possibility that Iraq is slid- 
ing toward major sectarian fighting 
and insisted there were no plans to 


slow the withdrawal of troops. 

While there was no claim of 
responsibility, the latest spike in 
attacks suggest to some analysts 
that al-Qaeda or other extremists 
wish to provoke mayhem or oth- 
erwise sabotage negotiations to 
form a stable government after the 
March 7 election that failed to pro- 
duce a clear winner.

Record-Setting Rains Trigger Landslides, Kill 95 People in Brazil 


Rio de Janeiro 

The heaviest rains in Rio de Janei- 
ro’s history triggered landslides 
Tuesday that killed at least 95 peo- 
ple as rising water turned roads 
into rivers and paralyzed Brazil’s 
second-largest city. 

The ground gave way in steep 
hillside slums, cutting red-brown 
paths of destruction through shan- 
tytowns. Concrete and wood- 


en homes were crushed and hur- 
tled downhill, only to bury other 
structures. 

The future host city of the Olym- 
pics and football World Cup ground 
to a near halt as Mayor Eduardo 
Paes urged workers to stay home 
and closed all schools. Most busi- 
nesses were shuttered. 

Eleven inches of rain fell in 
less than 24 hours, and more rain 
was expected.

S. Africa Hearing 
Exposes Tensions 


Whites, blacks face 
off over suspects in 
supremacist’s killing 

Ventersdorp, S. Africa 

A racially charged standoff out- 
side a courthouse where a teenag- 
er and another black farm worker 
were charged with killing a leading 
white supremacist ended peaceful- 
ly Tuesday — a victory for democ- 
racy in South Africa. 

The older suspect was walked 
out of the courthouse hours later to 
a rapturous welcome from blacks 
outside who screamed, ululated 
and whistled their support. 

“Hero! Hero!” they chanted. 

“We are celebrating the death 
of the man who has abused us so 
much,” one woman shouted. 

The brutal bludgeoning of 
Eugene Terreblanche, once convict- 
ed of beating a black farm work- 
er so badly the man was left brain 
damaged, has focused attention 


on simmering racial tensions less 
than 10 weeks before South Afri- 
ca hosts the World Cup. 

In a musical duel outside the 
courthouse, whites and blacks sang 
competing national anthems from 
South Africa’s racist past and its 
new reality. Then the whites sang, 
“The baboon climbs the mountain,” 
— a flagrant insult to blacks. 

A violent confrontation easily 
could have erupted after a white 
woman sprayed a drink on blacks 
singing “God Bless Africa.” 

Instead, police officers rushed to 
separate the two groups yelling at 
each other, and the only apparent 
blow struck was thrown by a black 
police officer whose fist grazed the 
jaw of a white man. 

Police set up coils of razor wire 
to separate the two groups — whites 
waving old flags signifying white 
rule in support of Terreblanche’s 
family, and blacks supporting the 
family of the 15-year-old suspect 
and his 28-year-old co-worker.

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Film Sparks Fury in iraq 


Journalists request 
inquiry into apparent 
civilian killing in ’07 


Baghdad 

The Iraqi Journalists’ Union on 
Tuesday called on the Iraqi govern- 
ment to investigate the apparent 
killing of two Reuters employees by 
U.S. Apache helicopters, after a Web 
site posted classified U.S. military 
video footage of the shooting. 

The July 12, 2007, incident 
has been reported before, but the 
graphic video reignited anger over 
the U.S. killing of civilians at the 
height of violence in Iraq. 

“This is another crime added 
to the crimes of the U.S. forces 
against Iraqi journalists and civil- 
ians,” the head of the journalists’ 
union, Mouyyad al-Lami, said. “I 
call upon the government to take a 



firm stance against the criminals 
who killed the journalists.” 

Government spokesman Ali al- 
Dabbagh could not immediately be 
reached for comment. 

The Web site Wikileaks.org on 
Monday posted the video shot from 
one of the two Apache helicopters 
involved in the attack in the New 
Baghdad district of the capital. 

The clear black-and-white film, 
which runs about 38 minutes in 


full, shows the helicopters locat- 
ing a group of about a dozen men 
moving down a road, some of whom 
the aviators say are believed to be 
carrying weapons. After being told 
they are “free to engage,” the gun- 
ships attack the group, apparent- 
ly killing most of the men, then 
also destroy a van after more peo- 
ple show up.

PeaceahoUcs Downsizes 


D.C. nonprofit loses 
funds; cuts staff, must 
move headquarters 

Washington 

Peaceoholics, the nonprofit as well 
known for its politics as for work- 
ing with at-risk youths, is severe- 
ly downsizing after losing millions 
of dollars in earmarks. About 50 
part-time and full-time workers 
have been laid off, and the group 
has until the end of the month to 
move out of its headquarters on 
Raleigh Place SE. 

Co-founded by Ronald Moten, 
a friend of Mayor Adrian M. Fen- 
ty’s, Peaceoholics received almost 


$8 million in city contracts in four 
years to help in its endeavors. 

But last year, the D.C. Council 
grew wary of the group’s involve- 
ment in the dona- 
tion of a firetruck 
and ambulance 
to the Domini- 
can Republic. The 
council also cut 
earmarks for all 
groups to help fill 
the budget gap. 

The lack of funding has forced 
the group to squeeze into its admin- 
istrative offices on the same street. 
Moten described it as a “one-floor 
house” where five employees can 
work comfortably. The group now 
has 22 employees, he said. 


The headquarters, which costs 
$6,000 to $6,500 a month includ- 
ing utilities, can no longer be sup- 
ported. 

Moten said two things were to 
blame: “Vince Gray and his pol- 
itics.” 

Council Chairman Vincent C. 
Gray announced last week that he 
will challenge Fenty in September’s 
Democratic mayoral primary. 

Moten also added council mem- 
ber Harry Thomas Jr., D-Ward 
5, to his blame list for distribut- 
ing money tagged for gang inter- 
vention to other groups “that 
don’t do the work” through the 
Children’s and Youth Invest- 
ment Trust Corp. nikita stewart

Governor brings back 
month designation 
shunned for years 

Richmond, Va. 

Gov. Bob McDonnell, a Republi- 
can, has quietly declared April 2010 
Confederate History Month, bring- 
ing back a designation in Virgin- 
ia that his two Democratic prede- 
cessors — Mark Warner and Tim 
Kaine — refused to do. 

Republican governors George 
Allen and Jim Gilmore issued sim- 
ilar proclamations. But in 2002, 
Warner broke with their action, 
calling such proclamations, a 


“lightning rod” that does not help 
bridge divisions between whites 
and blacks in Virginia. 

This year’s proclamation was 
requested by the Sons of Confed- 
erate Veterans. A representative of 
the group said the group has known 
since it interviewed McDonnell 
when he was running for attorney 
general in 2005 that he was likely 
to respond differently than War- 
ner or Kaine. 

“We’ve known for quite some 
time we had a good opportunity 
should he ascend the governor- 
ship,” Brandon Dorsey said. “We 
basically decided to bide our time 
and wait until we had more favor- 
able politicians in Richmond.”

Dorsey said the governor’s 
stamp of approval would help the 
group publicize the month and aide 
tourism efforts in the state. 


“We would like everyone in the 
state to honor the sacrifice of the 
brave men who went out and died 
in battle. At the very least, we’d 
like them to study why they went 
out and did it. And I think the 
proclamation could be construed 
either way.” 

Richmond is the former capi- 
tal of the Confederacy. 

Sen. A. Donald McEachin, 
D-Richmond, said he was 
“stunned” to learn of McDon- 
nell’s decision and even more 
stunned that the proclamation 
did not include any reference to 
slavery. “It’s offensive,” he said.

Coal Town Devastated 


Residents in Montcoal, WVa., hope for a miracle rescue after 25 miners perish 


Montcoal, W.Va. 

People in this small coal town 
prayed and hung banners in front 
of their homes Tuesday as rescu- 
ers launched a complicated effort 
to save four miners missing after a 
huge underground explosion killed 
25 of their colleagues. 

Crews were bulldozing an 
access road so they could drill 1,000 
feet into the earth to release gases 
and make it safe to try to find the 
four. They were feared dead after 
the Monday afternoon blast at a 
mine with a history of violations 
for not properly ventilating high- 
ly combustible methane. 

Rescuers were being held 
back by poison gases that accu- 
mulated near the blast site, about 
1.5 miles from the entrance to 
Massey Energy Co.’s sprawling 
Upper Big Branch mine. 

They had to create an access road 
above it before they could begin 
drilling four shafts to release meth- 
ane and carbon monoxide. Gov. Joe 
Manchin said at a news briefing 
Tuesday that it could be Wednesday 
night before the first hole is drilled, 
but rescuers had to try. 

“I don’t want to give anybody 
any false hope, but, by golly, if I’m 
on that side of the table and that’s 
my father or my brother or my uncle 
or my cousins. I’m going to have 
hope,” he said. 

Manchin said investigators still 
don’t know what ignited the blast, 
but methane likely played a part. 

The death toll is the highest in a 
U.S. mine since 1984, when 27 died 



in a fire at Emery Mining Corp.’s 
mine in Orangeville, Utah. If the 
four missing bring the total to 29, 
it would be the most killed in a U.S. 
coal mine since a 1970 explosion 
killed 38 in Hyden, Ky.

people anxiously awaited word. 
Someone hung a “Praying 4 Our 
Miners” banner outside a home, 
and at Libby’s City Grill in nearby 
Whitesville, the accident was the 
talk at every table. Owner James 
Scott was grieving his own loss 
— his 58-year-old uncle. Deward 
Scott, was among the dead. 

Neither his uncle nor his cus- 
tomers talked much about their 
work. “I never heard anyone say 
anything about the mine, good or 
bad,” James Scott said. “You just 
don’t talk about it.” 

Some grieving relatives were 
angry because they learned from 
government officials, not from 


Massey Energy executives, their 
loved ones had died. 

Massey CEO Don Blankenship 
said he largely left it up to federal 
Mine Safety and Health Admin- 
istration and Massey representa- 
tives to deliver the bad news. He 
said he was in the room when rel- 
atives were notified, but the scene 
was so emotional that he did not 
interact with them. 

Kevin Stricklin, an adminis- 
trator for the federal mine agency, 
said the situation looked grim for 
the missing miners. “All we have 
left is hope, and we’re going to con- 
tinue to do what we can,” he said.

Massey Energy, owner of the coal 
mine where at least 25 miners died 
this week, and its outspoken chief 
executive, Don Blankenship, above, 
have long been lightning rods for crit- 
ics of the coal industry.

And, while Shanahan’s offense 
will have its similarities to Reid’s, 
McNabb cited what he thinks will be 
one substantial difference. “It starts 
with the run game,” McNabb said.

Women Ponder 
Expanding Field

Just because the NCAA men’s bas- 
ketball tournament is likely to 
expand to 96 teams doesn’t nec- 
essarily mean the women’s field 
will grow, too. They sure are look- 
ing into it, though. 

Jane Meyer, head of the NCAA 
women’s basketball selection com- 
mittee, said Tuesday that conver- 
sations range from whether they 
should expand by 32 teams, to how 
they would do it. A subcommittee is 
already kicking around ideas, but 
no decisions have been made. 

“I think it’s fun to dream of the 
possibilities and the opportunities 
that it could provide,” she said. 

For the men, expansion talks are 
all about when to start. The likely 


format is the top 32 teams getting 
a first-round bye, and going with 
a full play-in round early the first 
week — thus, keeping intact the rest 
of the wildly popular format. 

It’s not that simple for the 
women. Tournament dates and 
early round sites are constantly 
in flux as it is. Expansion would 
only muddle things more.

Let’s say you can’t cook but get unex- 
pected glee out of watching others do 
so.

Reruns of the original Japa- 
nese “Iron Chef’ or new episodes 
of the Food Network’s “Chopped” 
should satiate your reality- cook- 
ing show appetite. But if your 
need for food TV also comes with 
a penchant for addictive ego-strok- 
ing, then tune into the second sea- 
son of “Top Chef Masters” tonight 


(11 p.m., Bravo). 

A spin-off of the popular “Top 
Chef,” “Masters” highlights those 
who are already demigods on 
the culinary scene, and instead 
of competing for fame and for- 
tune, they’re selflessly doing it 
all for charity — the winner gets 
$100,000 from Sprint to give 
to an organization of his or her 
choice.

Then, host Kelly Choi informs 
them they’re staying in the same 
teams for the Elimination Chal- 
lenge, when they will be forced 
to make a complementary pair of 
dishes for 30 or so couples on a first 
date. That’s when the episode heats 
up: As the pressure hits, some of 
the teams start turning on each 
other, and the dishes, like duck 
and vermicelli soup, take a turn 
for the bizarre. 

It’s this ego-driven chaos that 
makes “Top Chef Masters” so inter- 
esting, and, hopefully, will keep the 
rest of the season nice and spicy.

Two Elliott Smith 
albums are reissued 
with subtle changes 

Music 

It’s great to have new music from 
Elliott Smith, but it’s tragic to have 
posthumous releases from the 
famed singer-songwriter. 

In 2003, Smith died of multiple 
stab wounds to the chest, although 
it’s never been determined wheth- 
er it was murder or suicide. Either 
way, it doesn’t matter: The world 
lost a talented artist whose gift for 
incisive pop melodies and devastat- 
ing lyrics has been sorely missed. 
Now all of his music — not just the 
two albums released since his death 
— carries a more noticeable shade 
of sadness and loss that amplifies 
the themes of his songs even if it 
threatens to weigh them down with 
too much unearned despair.

Now, two new reissues of two 
full albums. Smith’s 1994 debut 
“Roman Candle” and his swan 
song, “From a Basement on the 
Hill,” are available. They have 
been subtly remastered (not that 
they needed it) and boast no bonus 
tracks to complicate their track 
lists. These are curious choices for 
reissue, two different albums repre- 
senting very different ends of Smith’s

career spectrum. 

As reissues go, they are 
supremely austere, but that seems 
to be the point. Kill Rock Stars 
understands that Smith made these 
albums as albums: Each was care- 
fully and precisely sequenced so 
that the songs build on one anoth- 
er. Any bonus material would dilute 
Smith’s original vision. These reis- 
sues may be redundant to anyone 
who already owns the albums, but 
their hare-bones format is borne 
out of respect and affection. 

Neither “Roman Candle” nor 
“Basement” stands among Smith’s 
best or most essential works, but 
despite their flaws — or perhaps 
because of them — they are fas- 
cinating albums that reveal quite 
a bit about how Smith started his 
career and how he ended it. Each 
presents a very different idea of pop 
music, but both communicate an 
awareness of pop’s unique ability to 
express joy in creation and despair 
in being.

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Gettysburg Cyclorama Stays Put 


History 

Lovers of modern architecture have 
won a round in their fight to pre- 
serve a half-century-old building 
at Gettysburg despite efforts by 
Civil War purists to demolish the 
structure to restore the battlefield 
to its original appearance. 

The National Park Service 
has been seeking for a decade to 
demolish the Cyclorama Building, 
built in 1958 by famed modernist 
architect Richard Neutra to house 


a massive circular painting of the 
famous 1863 battle that has been 
relocated. 

But a federal judge in Washing- 
ton ruled last week that the park ser- 
vice did not follow procedure in its 
bid to have the building removed, 
in order to preserve the Cemetery 
Ridge battle site. U.S. District Court 
Judge Thomas Hogan told the park 
that it must reconsider its 1999 deci- 
sion to raze the building before it 
can take any action to knock down 
the structure, (ap)

A Shaky Recovery 


A quake leaves much 
of Chile intact, but 
tourism still suffers 

Destinations 

Outside Santiago’s Fine Arts Muse- 
um is a fallen cornice broken into 
chunks and strewn across marble 
steps. But inside, sculpture stands 
firmly beneath a perfectly intact 
glass cupola. 

In the aftermath of the dev- 
astating mega-quake in central 
Chile, visitors are greeted by jar- 
ring contrasts: a general impres- 
sion of normalcy shaken by pock- 
ets of spectacular destruction. One 
thing is certain. The country’s 
$2 billion tourism industry has 
taken a beating since Feb. 27. 

Chile has lifted the state of 
catastrophe that outgoing Presi- 


dent Michelle Bachelet declared 
when she sent soldiers into the 
streets to stop looting and deliv- 
er relief A U.S. State Department 
warning strongly urging U.S. cit- 
izens to avoid tourism and non- 
essential travel to Chile was nar- 
rowed March 12 to areas closest to 
the epicenter. 

Still, Santiago’s banged-up 
international airport is a startling 
sight for international visitors. 
The ceiling and walkways were 
severely damaged. Jumbo jets now 
empty passengers onto the tarmac, 
where they collect baggage off the 
ground and file through customs 
in a tent. 

After the unusual arrival, 
though, the most surprising thing 
for tourists may be how undam- 
aged Chile appears. 

Given the country’s slender geog- 
raphy, only the central regions were

widely damaged, particularly coast- 
al cities wiped out by the tsunami. 
Famous destinations in the north- 
ern Atacama Desert and southern 
Patagonia were untouched. 

Franz Schubert, a co-director 
of the Chile Trekking Foundation 
and hostel owner, doesn’t see the 
desperation of his neighbors as a 
reason to put tourism on hold. 

“What am I going to do — close 
my doors when people need jobs?” 
he said. “Besides, tourists come 
here for trekking in the moun- 
tains. And those haven’t moved.”

Slow-cook hearty 
stews in a traditional 
Moroccan tagine 

Dinnertime 

Move over, Dutch oven. Put a lid on 
it, Crock-Pot. There’s a new slow- 
cooker making heat waves in the 
kitchen, and it has everjThing you’d 
want from a take-your-time tech- 
nique: simple one-pot delicious- 
ness in a conical vessel that looks 
as at home on a sleek display shelf 
as inside the oven. 

The tagine, a clay pot for cook- 
ing North African stews (also called 
tagines) may not be familiar to the 
average American cook, but it’s 
been used for centuries in Moroc- 
co. The dishes it produces, origi- 
nally concocted by native Berber 
tribes, often consist of tender chick- 
en, lamb, fish and vegetables in rich 
sauces and spices. Stewing food in 
a tagine helps it cook evenly for a 
long period — up to several hours 
— without drying out. The conical 
lid allows steam to rise and slowly 
fall as the stuff inside bakes. 

“From the point of view of a 
modern-day cook, [using a tag- 
ine] is a succulent way of cooking 
meat or vegetables,” says Ghillie 
Basan, the Scotland-based author 
of “Tagines and Couscous” ($25, 
Ryland Peters & Small). “In the 
old days, tribal people used very 
tough cuts of meat, and it was a 
way of assuring that it was tender 
enough to eat.” 

Though tagine pots are eye- 
catching, you don’t need one to pre- 
pare a tagine stew. In fact, decora- 
tive tagines with colorful patterns 
are often not properly “seasoned” 
for direct heat over a stovetop or 
in an oven, so do your research 
before shopping for one (see side- 
bar). Fortunately, there’s flexibili- 
ty. Basan says tagine stews can be 
made in any hard-bottomed casse- 
role dish or pot with a lid. 

Even the chef at the Moroccan 
Embassy, Nazha Kasraoui, says 


she’s used pots instead of tagines. 
“If you follow the traditional steps 
[in a recipe] — you can’t put every- 
thing in at once — you’ll get very 
good results,” Kasraoui says. Plus, 
the stew can always be transferred 
to an artful tagine for an impres- 
sive presentation at the table.

often have a sweet or spicy kick, 
evident in chicken with preserved 
lemon and olives, or lamb with 
dried fruit. Garlic, cumin, honey, 
preserved lemon and aged butter 
called smen are common ingredi- 
ents, and give tagines the key fla- 
vors of “fiery, sweet and salty,” 
Basan says. 

Fish can also star in the stews. 
Samir Labriny, the executive chef 
of Alexandria’s Casablanca (1504 
King St.; 703-549-6464; Moroc- 
canrestaurant.com), recommends 
baking a tagine of fish with cher- 
moula sauce, which is a marinade 
of garlic, cumin, chile, lemon, olive 
oil and cilantro or parsley. Casa- 
blanca offers the dish with salm- 
on, though Moroccans use a vari- 
ety of whole fish and seafood in 
tagines. “It combines all the fla- 
vors of Moroccan cuisine,” says 
Labriny, who also teaches healthy 
Moroccan cooking at the restau- 
rant (see Cuisineofmorocco.com). 
“It has all the basic ingredients of 
spices, plus it has fresh tomatoes. 


which I love in my food.” 

To deepen the flavor in your 
tagine, stock up on North African 
spice mixes such as fiery, chile- 
filled harissa paste; and ras-el-ha- 
nout, a pungent blend of herbs. If 
you don’t want to make your own 
mix, find an array of zesty spices 
at Zamourispices.com. 

While some American restau- 
rants serve couscous with tag- 
ines — topping a plateful of the 
grains with a few scoops of stew — 
Moroccans rarely eat these dishes 
in the same course. “You wouldn’t 
expect those two together,” Labriny 
explains, “because they each have 
a distinctive taste. You would eat 
the tagine with bread, typically,” 
whereas couscous is often served 
on its own, after the tagine. 

Take tradition with a grain of 
salt, however. “The secret is always 
to taste and to have a little bit of 
creativity” when prepping a Moroc- 
can feast, Basan says. “There are 
no strict rules on what should go 
into your dish; that’s the beauty of 


Get the Gear 


A Pot to Stew In 

Scored a gorgeous tagine as a sou- 
venir from Marrakesh? It might be 
better off on display than in your 
oven. That’s because many orna- 
mental vessels aren't prepped for 
cooking, says “Tagines and Cous- 
cous" author Ghillie Basan. The 
untreated earthenware bottom of 
factory-made tagines often form 
hairline cracks when they are placed 
over flames, which can ruin your 
food, and, eventually, the tagine 
itself. Some experts recommend 
home chefs treat the base of a clay 
tagine before cooking with it by 
soaking it in water for days, heating 
it in the oven or boiling milk in it. 

But Basan says she recommends 
cooks buy tagines made by trusted 
brands such as Le Creuset and 
Emile Henry (above, $125, Surla- 
table.com). Those lines sell tagines 
with cast-iron bases — not exactly 
authentic, but they “work brilliantly" 
on stovetops and in ovens. “I've found 
them just superb," Basan says. 

Samir Labriny, the executive chef 
of Casablanca, recommends buying 
a tagine online — but “definitely look 
for one that says ‘glazed for cook- 
ing purposes,’" he says. Locally, you 
can also find cooking-ready versions 
at Bazaar Atlas in Adams Morgan 
(2405 18th St. NW; 202-332-4911) 
and Sur La Table in Arlington and 
Chevy Chase (Surlatable.com). k.a.
